Improvements in or relating to Buffers for Furniture^ 

Bedsteads, or the like. 

Woburn .SniHJs, 
iVtlfonbliirts fh> Iiereby ilctlarr tlie nature of iliis invention and in what 
manner the stxnw is to be j^erfornierK tu be partieularly (k'SGrilied and ascer- 
tained in and bv the following ji.1«:cnjen* : — ■■ 

This inyeution relates to improvements in buffers for furniture, bedsteafis* 
and the like, and ba« for its object to obviate or lesseii the damage done to 
walls etc whenever furniture, or lied.stead:^ are moved. 

Acconling to tlie present invention, a buffer for use on furniture, bedsteads 
. or the like, of the kind provided with a roller, preferablv resilient if^ adapted 
to be attached to the furniturr, or bedstead by a clam]) or'the like. The bulYer 
in its preferred form, comprises a i»riir of j\\vr9 adapted to be tightened by a 
wingnut or like device, and canyiiig an extenf;ion on which is nmunterl a 
Terhcally rotating roller, preferably Vorriposed of resilient material such as 
india rubber. 

In the accompanying drawings. 
Fig. 1 shows a plan view of the buffer. 

Fig. 2 show.^ a ^ide elevation of a buffer attached to a bedstead post the roller 
being shown in rontar t with the wall. . ' : ' 

Fig. ?3 is a detail view. 

The roller A which may be of any suitable material such as wood or metal, 
or the like, is monnte<l on a fixed .spindle .supported bv a bracket C. The 
outer surface E of the roller is of resilient material, such as india rubber. 

The bracket C is fastened to spring jaws F by means of a rivet G or bv like 
means, and between the bracket and the .spring jaws mav be fitted a washer IT: 
The spring jaws are preferably constructed of 'metal and one of the jaws is 
-Iwpnt- round as at K to form a housing for the pin L on which swings a .screwed 
shackle pin M suitably threaded to receive n wine nut X. The other jaw i.s 
slotted as at 0. and is bent round as at P to receive n seating piece 6 for the 
wing nut 

Referring to Fisr. 2. the buffer is shown as fitted to a Iwlstead post B, the 
toller A being in contact with the wall S. The construction of the slotted \iw 
IS shown m Fig. 3. 

^ In practice the device is attached to the bedstead or other furniture by slack- 
ing back the wing nut X, and t-pringing the jaws into pr>sition on a bedpost,- 
rail or leg. the arrangement being that the axis of the roller is vertical, for 
which purpo<:e the bearings C of the roller are adjustable with relation to the 
jaws I. }>eing free to be turned on the rivet or pin O when desired. 

Aanous modificpfion« can be made in rarrj'ing this invention into effect, 
the drawings merely showing a convenient construction. For instance the 
jaws couhl be con-itrucled in two parts and hinged fotret her .^o as to encircle the 
bedpost or like furniture. Furthermore there nrav be piovideil some resilient 
connection between the roller bearings and the clamping device. 

The materials of uhiVh the device is constructed nmv''i>e varied if de.sired. 
and several rollers can Ik« employed on each clamp instead of one as described! 

ITaving now particularly described and asceriained the nature of niy said 
invention and in what manner the same is to be performed, I declare that 
what I claim is:— . \
